LONDON, April 4.-"‘What we have, 
we hold.” That is the motto of the 
British bulldog, and the heavy set 
fellow with the underslung jaw ts pre- 
paring to hold again, this time the 
Schneider cup, emblematic of the sea- 
plane championship of the world, 
Already, the bulldog has his front 
paws on the land and water titles, and 
in his teeth holds the air record 

But, in September, two determined 
nations will attempt to wrest the latter 
from his teeth, and, in all probability, 
the world will see the fastest planes 
ever known in action 

Just how fast the winner of this 
year’s race will travel is problematical 
Great Britain won the trophy tn 1927, 
and then, in 1929, ran up the official 
speed to 367 miles an hour, A few 
days later, Flying Officer Atcherly 
holated his tiny ship across the line 
at a speed of 368 miles, the fastest a

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THE OTHER SIDE OF THE CASE 


Canadian firms engaged in the busi- 
ness of importing and selling automobiles 
are protesting vigorously against the re- 
cent order-in-council which allows them 
to receive a discount of only 20 per cent on 
an imported car. This, they claim, will 
put them out of business, and throw 10,- 
000 people out of employment. 

The firms thus affected are scattered 
all over Canada, If their representations 
are correct a considerable number of men 
in Edmonton will be out of work in con- 
sequence of the ruling. That fact has to 
be set against whatever benefits accrue 
to Canadian manufacturers and manufac- 
turing centres. The benefits will be con- 
fined to the relatively few places in which 
automobiles are made. The adverse re- 
sults will be felt in every city and town in 
the Dominion. 


THE BETTER CHOICE 

Mr. G. H. Williams, one of the Canadian 
delegates to the wheat conference, cables 
from Rome that he is going to Russia to 
study Soviet farm methods and get a 
close-up of the five year plan for indus- 
trial development. There will be general 
relief that it is not Hon. G. Howard 
Ferguson, chief Canadian representative, 
who is proposing to invade the Soviet 
realm. 

Mr. Williams may find out how the 
Soviet is able to produce wheat so cheap, 
or by what means it is able to sell wheat 
for less than the cost of growing it. Mr. 
Ferguson, if he didn’t get us into war, 
would be too busy telling the Reds things 
for their own good to have time for such 
materialistic considerations as the under- 
selling of Canadian wheat in Great Bri- 
tain. He has made it clear that that is a 
subject in which he is not interested. 

A MODERATE INCREASE ONLY 

Figures brought down at Ottawa show 
that the seasonal experimental rate on 
coal shipped from Alberta to Ontario has 
not induced any such heavy movement as 
was hoped. 

In 1928, when the rate was in force for 
three spring months only, the shipments 
amounted to 32,107 tons. In 1929, during 
a six and a half month shipping period, 
the total was 37,115 tons. In 1930, during 
a seven month period, the volume was 
33,488 tons. 

For whatever reason, the increase is 
not remarkable, nor in proportion to the 
length of the shipping season or the time 
of year covered by it. Quite clearly the 
fight to wrest the Ontario coal market 
from the United States anthracite miners 
has not been won, and the effort will have 
to be re-doubled rather than slackened. 

It is good news that the special rate 
is to be continued for another year. With 
the fixed valuation recently placed upon 
imported United States bituminous coal, 
there is a chance that Alberta coal may 
replace this to some extent in the Ontario 
market. The statement shows at least 
that the special rate is not of itself suf- 
ficient to give the Alberta miners an ad- 
vantage over their U.S. competitors. 


THE CRY FOR REDUCTION 


The delegates to the conference at 
Rome predict hopefully that the farmers 


of the world will sow less wheat this 
spring than they sowed last. And, it may 
be surmised, the delegates from each 


country hope that the curtailing will be 
done by the farmers of other countries. 

The ambition of each exporting coun- 
try naturally is to have a big crop to ex- 
port in a condition of world scarcity. ‘Let 
George do it” pretty well expresses the at- 
titude of each exporting country on the 
subject of acreage Curtailment; and of 
each wheat-growing farmer, too, for that 
matter. 

Amid all the talk of cutting down the 
whest acreage there appears to be a gen- 
eral tendency to overlook another factor 
that has a good deal to do with wheat pro- 
duction, and hence with the world’s wheat 
supply; the weather. A crop failure can 
reduce the visible supply, and boost the 
price, quite as effectively as a reduction of 
the acreage seeded, 

It is a long time before harvest and 
many things may happen in the meantime 
outside human control. A year from now 
we may be worrying because wheat is 
6carce, even more seriously than we are 


now worrying becatise it is too plentiful. 
It may be well to ndt bank too much on 
the need of a drastic reduction in the area 
seeded this spring. 


“SOLVED” BUT WORSE 


Hon. W. A. Gordon, Minister of im- 
migration and colonization, says the 
Government's policy of restricted immi- 
gration has materially helped to solve the 
unemployment problem in the last six 
months. 

It will be interesting news to the public, 
particularly to the thousands who are out 
of work, that the unemployment problem 
has been “solved” by that or any other 
means. Hon. Gideon Robertson, Minister 
of labor, told us a couple of weeks ago that 
there are now twice as many unemployed 
people in Canada as there were last Sep- 
tember, and one hundred thousand more 
than Mr. Robertson predicted would be 

He ¢ 1¢ the winter. 

As between the two the Minister of 
labor is of course nearest correct. He has 
the figures. Unemployment is more 
prevalent, not less, than it was last fall. 
That is not the fault of the Government, 
since no government could have prevented 
the development; but it is not very good 
ground for the Minister of immigration to 
claim that the problem has been solved. 

As for the restriction policy, that has 
done nothing, and can do nothing, to make 
employment more plentiful. It has pre- 
vented the ranks of the unemployed being 
swelled by an influx from abroad, which 
is altogether to the good, but has done 
nothing more than that. 

Perhaps it will be as well if the 
Ministers get together before they do any 
more talking in public on the subject. 
What either of them says is not very en- 
couraging, but at least they might say 
the same thing.
